TOWN FINANCES. 


We wore reluctantly compelled to drop this 
subject last week, on accountvof the crowded 
state of our columns. We will therefore re 
sume where we left off,—at the system of re- 

iring the streets and sidewalks, and will on- 
yadda our last, that to expect a Street Sur- 
veyor to spend the whole of his time in seeing 
that the work is properly done, and in prepa- 
ring plans and making estimates for work, the 
present miserable salary must be enlarged, be- 
cause if one branch of business does not pay, 
others inust be entered upon, in order to make 
a livelihood. The practice of taking up old 
rotten sidewalks in ooe part of the Town, and 
using the worn-out material for repairing oth- 
ers, should also be dropped, as it takes almost 
double the quantity of nails to hold these 
planks in their places. This practice accounts 
for the eriormous consumption of nails, which 
we alluded to last year, 

The system of Sewerage for which the whole 
Town is unjustly taxed, and which is only an 
indirect benefit to a small’ portion of the inha- 
bitants ptidibg, on the Kast side of Front St., 
is aiso a great drawback to our prosperity, ren- 
dering it necessary to retrench in different 
shapes to avoid taxation, and at the same time 
meet the liabilities of the Town. Our bridges 
too have been extravagantly designed and car- 
ried out, ‘The lower bridge, built by the Coun- 
ty, but at the time of the separation charged 
against and paid for by the Lown, cost, exclu 
sive of the plers, $6,600. Anew bridge is to 
be built in pizee of the upper one, :the stoue 
abutment of one end having just been com- 
pleted; the estimated cost of the western abut- 
ment was $1500, the contract price $1100,— 
‘Two abutments and two piors will bave to be 
juilt, like cost,—altogether about $4,400 


for the piers alone. If to this be added $6,600 | req’ 


tor the iron portion of the bridge, as it iso- 
quaily as long as the one lower down the ri- 
ver, we will have the snug little sum of $11,000, 
THE INTEREST of which alone would build a 
new wooden bridge, piers and all, EVERY 
THREE YEARS. The bridge is not yetcom-

This not haying the desired effect, he pro- 
ceeded up to his bedroom, where be aroused 
his wife, telling ber it was six o'clock. She 
got up and proceeded ( the kitchen, where 
sho lighted a candle, and finding poole of 
blood on the floor, She returned to the bed- 
roouy, where she found her husband in the 
act of drawing a raxor across bis throat, upon 
which he inflicted a terrible gash, altowt com- 
pletely severing the windpipe. The family 
was aroused, and a doctor sent fox Dr. Bur- 
dott happening to be in the neighborhood, 
was sutpmoned, and everything was done to 
relieve the sufferings of the anfortunare man, 
who, we understand, under the Dr.’s skilful 
trealwont ix in a fair Way of recovery.
